MORRISEY

Until Court Can Pass on Case Flnally-Iajunctlon Granted is 


Sweeping- Ramsey Will Not G ive Increase 


St. Louis, March S—An 
injunction 


granted by Judge Adams in the Unit- 
ed States district court, prevented the 
culmination today pf the threatened 
strike of 1100 Wabaah railroad em- 
ployes. 
The injunction is temporary 


and a most sweeping instrument and 
effectually blocked any strike proceed- 
ings. In part, it reads: 


"We, therefore, do stiictly command 


you, until further order of the court, 
absolutely to desist and refrain from 
in any way or manner ordering, coerc- 
ing, persuading, inducing or otherwise 
causing:, directly or 
indirectly, 
em- 


ployes of said Wabash railway com- 


pany to strike or quit service of said 
Company." 


The persons against whom the in- 


junction is issued may appear in court 
at any time and present a plea to have 
the injunction dissolved, or if no one 
asks that it be dissolved it may be 
made permanent. 


After the injunction wal issued Ram- 


sey replied to the grievance committee's 
letter practically rejecting- 
all their 


demands. 
Tho ti airmen's committee 


met tonight and discussed the situa- 
tion but took no action, pending a con- 
sultation \\ith attorneys. 


Ramsey said the injunction will not 


affect the company's 
employes, 
and 


that he will go on dealing1 with them 
as usual. He said if the strike takes 
place, it -will be due to outsido in-

Safety Appliances. 
The amendment to the safety appli- 


ance act, which becomes effective on 
May 1 virtually requires all cars in a 
freight train to have air holes coupled 
up and brakes operated. 
There is a 


doubt among some practical railroad 
officials as 
to its 
operations. In 
speaking of this a general 
superin- 


tendent said: "I have always been a 
strong advocate of coupling up and 
u&ing every brake on the train, wheth- 
er this means 40 cars or 80 cars. The 
chief criticism I make now about rail- 
roads is the fact that they do not 
piovide proper facilities 
for rinding 
out when the brakes are out of order 
and have too much piston travel, leak- 
ing couplings, etc. A majority of the 
roads have repair yards piped and fit- 
ted with air, which is all right for 
cars, but hundreds of cars never get 
on the repair track, and this leaves 
cars that never get 
attention, until 


they are made up in IL train and the 
engineers turn on the air. If they aie 
out of order they work as they may, 
and railroad trainmen wondei 
why 
the brakes are not efficient." 


Plenty Yard Room. 
It has leaked out that the Wabash 
is to have three yards at Pittsburg, 
all very commodious. The first will 
be wide enough for fifteen tracks, in 
which 2000 cais can be stored. The 
sites for the second and third are a 
few miles farther west, and each is 
about the same in extent. The yards 
at Greentree tunnel will be used for 
passenger business. 
In addition 
to 


these three yards, the Wabash 
will 


have also large city terminals, and its 
system of steam car ferrys will enable 
it to tap many industrial plants.

Illinois for 
the 


month of February, issued yesterday, 
siiys: 


"The teniperuture was 
above the 


seasonal average i'or the iirst half of 
the month.

16th to the 20th.
